U,,S.  Air  Force  Crews  Congratulated 
For  Performance  Against  MIGs 
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DOD  Pledges  to  Sup 
Anti-Harassment  Legislation 


The  Defense  Department  has  assured  the  Senate 
Commerce  Committee  strong  support  of  any  legislation 
which  promises  protection  against  harassment  to  mem- 
bers of  the  armed  forces  and  their  dependents. 

Representing  DOD,  Brig.  Gen.  William  M.  Berg, 
deputy  assistant  secretary  of  defense  for  military  per- 
sonnel policy,  expressed  views  to  the  committee  on  bills 
which  would  make  obscene,  threatening  and  harassing 
telephone  calls  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce  a Fed- 
eral offense. 

DOD  is  drafting  substitute  legislation  to  broaden  the 
scope  of  protection  on  all  facets  of  harassment.  Gen. 
Berg  noted  that  the  bills  under  consideration  concern 
only  telephonic  communications. 

Although  reported  incidents  of  harassment  of  service 
families  have  been  mostly  by  telephone,  the  general  ex- 
plained, other  incidents  included  letters,  postcards,  tele- 
grams and  face-to-face  visits. 

A spot  check  of  nine  representative  military  bases  in 
the  U.S.  showed  approximately  500  reported  complaints 
of  all  types  of  harassment  during  the  past  year.

Returns  from  RVN  Visit 

A review  of  rest  and  recuperation  sites  for  U.S. 
servicemen  serving  in  Vietnam  has  been  conducted  by 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Manpower)  Thomas 
D.  Morris. 

The  secretary,  accompanied  by  Assistant  General 
Counsel  (Manpower)  Frank  Bartimo,  just  returned 
from  a visit  to  South  Vietnam  where  he  also  checked 
on  other  manpower  matters. 

Present  policy  affords  the  opportunity  for  each  U.S. 
serviceman  serving  in  Vietnam  to  receive  a 5-7  day 
R&R  out  of  the  country.  The  serviceman  bears  all 
expenses  except  for  transportation  to  an  R&R  area. 

Department  of  Defense  officials  are  concerned  with 
the  welfare,  morale,  health,  moral  guidance  and  infor- 
mation and  education  of  U.S.  military  personnel. 


Deputy  Secretary  of  Defense  Cyrus  Vance  has  con- 
gratulated Air  Force  F-4  crews  who  distinguished 
themselves  recently  in  combat  with  North  Vietnamese 
MIGs. 

In  a memorandum  to  Secretary  of  the  Air  Force 
Harold  Brown,  Secretary  Vance  said,  “The  Air  Force 
can  be  very  proud  of  their  splendid  and  truly  profes- 
sional performance.”

U.S.  HAS  ESTABLISHED  new  Ant- 
arctic station  at  what  is  believed  to 
be  coldest  spot  on  earth,  where  tem- 
perature may  fall  to  130  degrees 
fahrenheit  or  more  below  zero.  It  is 
expected  lowest  temperature  will  be 
recorded  during  forthcoming  winter, 
probably  around  July  4,  Douglas  El- 
vers, geophysicist  with  Environmen- 
tal Science  Services,  said.  Coldest 
previously  recorded  in  Antarctica  by 
U.S.  was  minus  113  degrees  fahren- 
heit on  July  21,  1965.

5-inch,  6-inch,  and  8-inch  high  ex- 
plosive shells  on  enemy  targets  in 
1965.

A substantial  drop  in  hog  prices  since  January  has 
prompted  the  Defense  Department  to  increase  pork 
purchases  cut  back  earlier  this  year. 

Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara  and  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture  Orville  L.  Freeman  had  assured 
hog  producers  from  the  midwest  that  a review  would 
be  made  and  in  response  to  lower  prices  DOD  would 
increase  its  purchase  of  pork. 

Earlier  this  year  DOD  ordered  a reduction  in  pur- 
chases of  pork  for  military  feeding  in  the  Continental 
U.S.  after  prices  of  hogs  and  pork  had  risen  sharply 
late  in  1965  and  early  1966.

Army's  Nurse  of  Year' 

First  “U.  S.  Army  Nurse  of  the  Year”  is  Lt.  Col. 
Margaret  G.  Clarke,  former  chief  of  Army  nurses, 
RVN. 

Col.  Clarke  was  cited  for  outstanding  leadership, 
dedication  and  exemplary  conduct  supporting  counter- 
insurgency operations. 

She  became  first  woman  officer  to  earn  the  Legion 
of  Merit  and  Air  Medal  in  RVN  while  assigned  as 
Chief,  Nursing  Service,  8th  Field  Hospital,  and  Chief 
Nurse,  U.  S.  Army,  Vietnam. 

Nurse  Clarke  returned  from  RVN  in  March  and  is 
assigned  as  Chief,  Nursing  Service,  Noble  Army  Hos- 
pital, Ft.  Benning,  Ga. 

This  is  first  selection  under  new  Army  program  to 
recognize  outstanding  nurses  in  this  manner.  Here- 
after, winner  will  be  announced  each  Feb.  2 in  connec- 
tion with  Army  Nurse  Corps  Anniversary  celebration.

Army  second  lieutenants  may  look  to  faster  promo- 
tion opportunity  as  the  current  18-month  time-in- 
service criteria  is  periodically  reduced  in  the  next  five 
months. 

It  will  be  scaled  downward  each  month  starting  June 
1 and  will  descend  to  a 12-month  time-in-service  re- 
quirement on  Nov.  1,  which  will  remain  as  the  new 
criteria  for  promotion  eligibility. 
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Army  Clarifies  Policy 
On  Involuntary  Extensions 

Army  has  clarified  its  involuntary 
extension  program  for  officers  seek- 
ing voluntary  retirement,  unqualified 
resignation,  or  relief  from  active 
duty. 

Applications  may  be  denied  only 
after  the  officer’s  qualifications  are 
carefully  weighed  against  Army  re- 
quirements and  there  is  an  overrid- 
ing need  for  services  which  cannot 
be  met  otherwise. 

This  does  not  preclude  denying  an 
application  when  critical  shortages 
exist  for  those  possessing  specific 
qualifications,  including  skills,  special- 
ties, experience,  education  and  train- 
ing. 

In  no  case  will  involuntary  reten- 
tion be  more  than  18  months. 

Kolligian  Trophy  Awarded 

Capt.  Robert  E.  Watkins,  USAF, 
has  been  awarded  the  1965  Koren 
Kolligian  Jr.  Trophy  for  outstanding 
airmanship  in  successfully  coping 
with  an  inflight  emergency  during  the 
past  year.
